It’s still located at 390 Lincoln Rd, but the 
address along with the school have moved 
a few hundred yards to the west, and into 
a striking new, $73 million building, a third 
larger than the old one. 

The new building sports an impres- 
sive array of facilities, including a beautiful 
new auditorum, music and choral practice 
rooms, enhanced art facilities, new technol- 
ogy shops, and five gyms. 

Because of new state school con- 
struction and reimbursement rules, the 
new L-S may be the last architect-designed 
school building in the state for some time.

THEFT EPIDEMIC 
RAISES ALARM AT 
L-S

The issue of theft at Lincoln-Sudbury 
Regional High School has become a serious 
problem in the last several months. While 
MP3 players, CD players, wallets, money, 
cameras, and cell phones continue to be the 
most popular stolen items, thievery has 
recently spread to more expensive school 
and staff property. 
On Friday, October 29, while science teacher 
Bethany Bernasconi was helping students in 
a classroom, her computer was stolen from 
her office. All the teachers using the office 
claimed to have locked the door before they 
left. The staff searched that afternoon, but 
the computer has yet to be recovered and 
the culprit remains unfound. The school’s 
insurance does not cover the cost of the 
laptop even though it was being used for 
school purposes. 


took place during the spring of 2002, after 
plans for renovation and expansion of the 
old school proved impractical. Construction 
lasted for almost 2 years. 

The senior class entered the school 
for the first time on September 8th followed 
by orientations for the other grades. All stu- 
dents came to the first regular day of school 
on September 13th. 

The school was officially dedicated 
at a public “open house” on September 19. 
Just about all students and staff that the 
Forum spoke to could agree on at least few 
things: the new building was large, some-

In another incident of expensive theft, 
science teacher William Pegram found an 
LCD projector that belonged to the Science 
department stolen from his classroom on 
Monday, November 1.

None of these thefts will be dealt with 
lightly. The theft of any item worth more 
than $250 is considered grand larceny and 
a misdemeanor according to Massachusetts 
state law.

It’s unclear how much we will 
be able to control the cost, but, 
as of now, we are working with 
a new system, which may not 
be operating as efficiently as 
possible,” adds Ritchie. 

Ritchie noted that 
some negotiation between 
the contracting company and 
the school did occur, but the 
school refused to pay costs that 
accumulated over the summer 
while the building was still 
being tested under the super- 
vision and ownership of the 
contracting company. There 
are also plans to meet with N- 
STAR, the electricity provider, 
to develop cost saving mea- 
sures. 

It is unclear how much 
the actual costs will exceed the 
amount budgeted. One issue 
is the validity and accuracy of 
the energy cost estimates origi- 
nally given to the school by 
the electrical engineer and the 
designer of the building.

Following several con- 
troversial performances during

For most of his life, Charles Adeng

tory of breast cancer, and an aunt 
that passed away from the illness a 
couple of years back, McQuillin has 
become accustomed to both dealing 
and discussing the issue of cancer. 
Her mother was diagnosed with 
breast cancer in 1996, and after severe 
treatments in recent years, the cancer 
is in remission. The friendship that 
exists between Lee and McQuillin 
has allowed them to see and to under- 
stand the difficult problems that they 
faced. 

“Cancer has impacted my 
everyday life because I had to grow 
up with a sick mother, and now [ have 
to try to survive without her,” said 
Lee. Convening to discuss cancer and 
raise awareness has certainly contrib- 
uted to both Lee’s and McQuillin’s 
personal “survival.” These struggles 
add a personal touch to an issue that 
is unfamiliar to many other young 
people. 

Undoubtedly, FACT’s success 
rests on the personal desires of L-S 
student’s like Lee and McQuillin. The 
response to the club also supports 
how their modest attitude but undy- 
ing perseverance fuels the club. There 
are approximately 20 members so far, 
with at least 15 active members. For 
its Breast Cancer Walk event, FACT 


raised 500 dollars. 

FACT has also raised another 500 
dollars from selling four dollar pink 
and blue bracelets similar to the pop- 
ular “Livestrong” bracelet. “There 
are hundreds of types of cancers 
out there,” Lee commented, “but 
if we can raise awareness for a few 
of them, people will have a better 
understanding.” The purpose of the 
pink and blue bracelets is to increase 
awareness about breast and ovarian 
cancer, respectively. Lee hopes that 
every time students see the bracelets, 
they will be reminded of the millions 
of people battling cancer. The money 
collected from these sales and other 
events this year will be donated to 
various cancer organizations. 

The bracelets also serve to 
remind those who wear and notice 
them that it might be time to consider 
their ownhealth. McQuillin explained 
that with her family cancer history, it 
is essential that she go for checkups 
as soon as she turns 18 years old.

Around 96 people gathered to take part in the ten 
kilometer (six mile) march. “It was great,” says MLK 
Action leader Joanna Crawford. “There was a whole 
bunch of people of all ages.” She then went on to explain 
other elements of the walk, such as the snack stand set up 
at Stone Farm by L-S students to raise additional money. 

Last year, more than $6,000 was donated to the 
cause. MLK Action Project participants tabulated the 
money pledged from the walk this year. So far $5,400 
were raised. However, with more donations coming in, 
MLK hopes to top last year’s amount.

After the four fight 
over each other with no reso- 
lution, they fall asleep; Puck 
appears and corrects the spell 
on Lysander. By the time they 
wake up, everything has been 
straightened out and when 
Egeus comes across the four in 
the forest, he relents and allows 
Hermia to marry Lysander 
when he sees that Demetrius 
actually loves Helena instead. 

On a collision course 
with this confusion is a separate 
group of outrageous characters 
- the Rude Mechanicals, a group 
of Athenian workers prepar- 
ing a play to be performed at 
the impending wedding of 
Athenian duke Theseus (Nikhil 
Mehta) and queen Hippolyta 
(Vivienne Brand.) Director Peter 
Quince (Gabe Brooks-Harris) 
has big plans for the show but 
is constantly interrupted by 
his star Nick Bottom (Gerald 
McElroy), who sincerely and 
hysterically believes he could 
play every part himself. When 
they meet to rehearse in the 
forest, Bottom appears not 
knowing his head is now that 
of a donkey, courtesy of a recent 
run-in with Puck. 

When the rest of the 
actors run away in terror, 
Bottom comes across fairy 
queen Titania (Alanna Pithis); 
she immediately falls in love 
with him, Oberon having put 
a spell on her after an earlier 


argument between the couple. 
She and her fairies fawn over 
Bottom, confused about all the 
attention but happy to be in the 
center of it. However, pity- 
ing her, Oberon finally decides 
enough is enough with the love 
potion and releases the dis- 
gusted Titania from the spell; 
Puck reluctantly removes the 
donkey’s head from Bottom and 
he returns none the wiser to 
the Rude Mechanicals, who are 
about to start the show for the 
three newly married couples, 
the four young lovers having 
joined Theseus and Hippolyta 
for their weddings. Madcap 
hilarity ensues as the flustered 
Quince can hardly watch his 
actors’ antics, notably those of 
Francis Flute (Mike Wright), 
who struggles to give a pitch- 
perfect performance as the 
female lead of the Mechanicals’ 
play, and the indefatigable 
Bottom, who delivers a death 
scene worthy of its own article. 

If the seniors’ perfor- 
mances in this show are any 
indication, they have a spec- 
tacular farewell season ahead 
of them. In their final musical, 
they gave uniformly convincing 
and impressive performances 
to establish this year’s LSB 
Players’ graduating class as a 
talented one that will continue 
to leave its mark on the drama 
program. The four principals 
were alternately melancholy 
and hysterical as their tempera- 
mental characters and carried 
their scenes effortlessly. The 
Rude Mechanicals were a riot as 
their own little show within the 
show, and Page and Pithis com- 
manded the stage during their 
scenes along with a quartet of 
punk-rocker fairies. 

As always, the show 


was made an L-S original by a 
great soundtrack. The opening 
“Dancing in the Street” was the 
energetic prelude to the show 
and to the rest of the Motown 
hits. “I Heard It Through the 
Grapevine” showcased pow- 
erful lead vocals by Page and 
Pithis, as “Where Did Our Love 
Go” did for Nicholson.

In the Name of Love” 
closed out the first act. “Mid- 
night Hour” cut the lights to 
spotlight Dave Wylen’s explo- 
sive vocals against a backdrop 
of bobbing glowsticks on the 
dark stage. Finally, the happy 
ending was accompanied by 
finale “Some Day We'll Be 
Together.” The always impres- 
sive instumentals were handled 
by “Our Fairy Band:” Chris 
McCarthy (guitar), Nathan 
Banks (drums), Andrew Clark 
(guitar), Jeremy Murray (per- 
cussion), Brendan Quinn (piano) 
and Mikey Taylor (saxophone) 
were joined by music teacher 
Tom Grandprey on bass. 

The new stage, substan- 
tially larger than that of the old 
Rogers Theater, afforded the 
actors more space, which they 
used to their full advantage in 
the four-way chases between 
the lovestruck protagonists. The 
scenery consisted of three tall 
rotating triangular panels that 
made for quick scene changes 
and added a new dimension 
to the expansive space. The 
new theater will likely lend 
more flexibility to the staging 
of upcoming performances; we 
will see this soon, as the next 
production, Michael Frayn’s 
comedy Noises Off, will be per- 
formed. 


GREEN DAY RAGES BACK ONTO 
PUNK SCENE

“American Idiot,” is a masterpiece. Although not quite the 

same as favorites “Dookie” and “Insomniac,” or less popular albums 
like “Kerplunk” and “1039/Smoothed Out Slappy Hours,” Green 
Day retains its punk image. And though it doesn’t sound as much 
like their other works, “American Idiot” still rages about society, the 
government, and a whole mess of other topics. Enough about genre 
disputes. Let’s talk about the album. 
The first track, also titled “American Idiot,” is the first hit off the new 
CD. It’s a fast song with catchy lyrics about media control. The lyrics 
aren't particularly inspiring, but the song is definitely one of the top 
three on the album. 

Track two, “Jesus of Suburbia,” starts the album’s “rock 
opera,” which incorporates a story into its songs. This track, about 
nine minutes long, talks about stages in the life of the aforementioned 
“Jesus.” There are five little mini-songs that make up the track, each 
mini-song having its own lyrics, beat, riffs, and so on. This is another 
of the three best songs on the album. 

Tracks three and four, “Holiday” and “Boulevard of Broken 
Dreams,” are decent, but not real highlights. The next track, “Are We 
The Waiting,” is a slow song. However, the slow chanting at the end 
of the song is a different feel from older Green Day songs. 

The sixth track on the album is entitled “St. Jimmy,” and 
it’s the other song on my top three list.

MOORE FUELS THE FLAMES OF 
DEBATE WITH ‘FAHRENHEIT’

Moore opens the film with commentary on the debatable 
election in Florida and subsequently takes the audience on a journey 
to the war in Iraq. 

Moore’s first film since Bowling for Columbine, Fahrenheit 
takes its title from the Ray Bradbury classic Fahrenheit 451, regarded 
by some to be a work of social criticism that warns against censor- 
ship. Where Bradbury wrote that 451 degrees was the temperature 
at which things burn, Moore thinks of the title of his film as the tem- 
perature at which freedom begins. 

It is more powerful than its predecessor, yet Moore has a ten- 
dency to overstress his points, which often serves only to discredit 
what he is trying to prove. For example, Moore shows footage of 
President Bush sitting in a Florida classroom minutes after the attacks 
on the World Trade Center, with an accompanying Moore voiceover 
criticizing the president for not acting more quickly. Instead of feel- 
ing contempt towards the president for not realizing the seriousness 
of the attacks, as Moore wants the audience to do, it was easier to feel 
sympathy for the president. 

However, the bulk of Fahrenheit is eye-opening. Moore does 
an excellent job of outlining Bush’s ties to Saudi Arabia, the Taliban 
and the bin Laden family. He also shows the deficiencies in the Bush 
administration’s anti-terrorist intelligence prior to Sepember 11th. 
Perhaps the most developed aspect of Fahrenheit is Moore’s attack 
on the war in Iraq. Moore shows footage of dead Iraqi children, 
soldiers disillusioned about fighting in Iraq, and the brutality of war. 
One soldier even said he would rather go to jail than go back to Iraq. 
To prove that war in Iraq is “a rich man’s war, a poor man’s fight,” 
Moore went to Capitol Hill and asked senators and Congressmen if 
they would consider enlisting their children to go to Iraq. Only one 
had a child enlisted. 

The most effective feature focuses on Lila Lipscomb, a 
woman from Moore’s hometown of Flint, Michigan. Moore follows
